It 
will  assist  the  teacher  to  make  the  most  effective  use  of  Skip 
Along  and  Open  the  Door  in  the  average  classroom. 

If  the  teacher  finds  it  practicable  to  use  the  complete  New 
Alice  and  Jerry  Programme,  thus  taking  advantage  of  the  Readi- 
ness Programme,  the  four  preprimers,  and  the  film  strips;  or  if 
it  is  practicable  in  her  classroom  to  give  special  treatment  to  her 
superior  or  immature  groups  of  pupils,  she  should  use,  instead 
of  this  guidebook,  the  “Guidebook  for  Teachers  for  the 
Preprimer  Programme  to  accompany  Skip  Along,  Under  the 
Sky,  Open  the  Door,  High  on  a Hill,  and  the  Preprimer  TextfilmP^ 
(see  oppo*site  page). 
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GENERAL  NOTES  ON  USING  THIS  GUIDEBOOK 


1.  Whenever  initial  consonants  are  presented  in  the  unit  plans, 
the  sound,  NOT  THE  LETTER  NAME  is  to  be  used,  except 
where,  in  certain  cases,  definite  directions  to  use  the  letter 
name  are  given. 

2.  The  correlation  of  each  workbook  page  with  certain  pages  in 
the  preprimers  is  given  at  the  bottom  of  the  workbook  pages 
under  the  caption  use.  If  the  workbook  is  so  used,  no  new 
vocabulary  will  be  encountered.  However,  this  does  not  mean 
that  the  workbook  pages  must  be  always  so  used.  Very  often 
in  the  Supplementary  Activities  at  the  close  of  units  in  the 
Guidebook  a different  use  of  the  workbook  page  ma}^  be 
suggested,  if  such  a page  correlates  better  with  the  activity 
being  stressed  in  a particular  unit.  With  this  use,  also,  no 
new  vocabulary  will  be  encountered. 

3.  Some  of  the  most  important  activities  in  the  Guidebook  are 
concerned  with  independent  reading  from  the  bulletin  board. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  these  activities  will  never  be  omitted 
and  that  pupils  will  be  constantly  stimulated  to  read  the 
bulletin  board. 

4.  It  is  assumed  that  all  writing  done  by  the  teacher  on  the  board 
or  bulletin  board  shall  be  in  manuscript  form.

Preparation  for  Skip  Along 
An  Introduction  to  Alice  and  Jerry 

Conversation.  I do  like  picnics.  Did  you  go  on  a picnic  in 
the  summer  holidays?  Where  did  you  have  your  picnic?  Would 
you  like  to  tell  us  about  it  ? 

(Some  children  will  contribute  only  a word  or  two — “ice 
cream”,  or  “swimming”,  or  “I  sailed  my  boat”;  next  time  they 
will  have  more  to  say  and  will  say  it  better.  Facility  in  speech 
is  essential  to  beginning  reading;  just  as  the  airplane  must 
taxi  across  the  ground  before  taking  off  into  the  air,  so  the 
child  must  be  at  ease  in  the  medium  of  speech  before  taking  off' 
into  the  new  and  unfamiliar  medium  of  printed  symbols.  The 
teacher  will  capitalize  on  every  vital  interest  of  the  class  for 
informal  practice  in  oral  expression.  Your  pupils  will  talk  if 
they  have  something  to  say  and  someone  to  listen.) 

Story.  This  is  a story  about  two  children  who  went  on  a 
picnic  and  about  something  funny  that  happened  to  them. 
Here  they  are,  (Show  pictures  of  Alice  and  Jerry.  Big  Pictures 
1 and  2 may  be  used.)  Alice  is  a little  girl  about  your  size. 
You  might  like  to  see  her  name.  Alice  has  a habit  of  putting 
her  name  on  her  things  like  this.  (Show  word  card  Alice.) 
Watch  how  Alice  begins.  (Trace  the  A.)  Now  what  word  am 
I going  to  write?  (Write  A on  the  board  in  large  manuscript 
writing;  finish  the  word  when  the  children  suggest  Alice.  Then 
point  to  a picture  of  Jerry.)  This  is  Jerry  and  this  is  his  name. 
(Show  word  card  Jerry.)  Watch  how  Jerry  begins.  (Trace 
the  ,/  on  the  card.  Then  repeat  the  board  procedure  for  Alice.) 

Now  you  know  Alice  and  Jerry.  One  sunny  afternoon  Alice 
said,  “Mother,  may  we  take  our  supper  down  by  the  pond?” 
Mother  said,  “Yes,  Alice,  but  I am  busy  to-day;  come  and  help 
me  pack  the  basket.”  “It’s  fun  to  pack  a lunch,”  said  Alice; 
“I  must  put  in  my  own  Alice-spoon.”  “Put  in  Jerry’s  spoon, 
too,”  said  Mother.  Grandmother  had  sent  the  spoons  to  Alice 
and  Jerry  on  their  birthdays  and  their  names  were  on  the 
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handles.  The  spoons  looked  like  this.  (Draw  them  horizontally 
on  the  board  and  carefully  print  the  names  on  the  handles; 
beginners  in  Grade  I should  realize  the  importance  of  word- 
symbols  as  labels.)  Mother  put  in  some  sandwiches  and  cookies, 
some  fruit  and  a bottle  of  milk.  Then  away  went  Alice  and  Jerry. 

That  picnic  lunch  tasted  so  good!  Then  Alice  saw  some 
pretty  blue  flowers  in  the  woods.  “Come  here,  Jerry,’’  she 
called;  “come  and  pick  some  flowers.”  It  was  fun  to  pick 
flowers  to  surprise  Mother,  but  soon  Alice  heard  Mother  call. 
“Hurry,  Jerry,”  said  Alice,  and  they  ran  to  get  the  basket. 
The  tablecloth  was  in  the  basket  and  they  put  in  the  milk 
bottle  and  two  sandwiches  that  were  left.  “Oh,  where  is  my 
spoon?”  said  Alice;  “I  cannot  find  it.”  “Here  it  is  in  the 
basket,”  said  Jerry.  But  Alice  said,  “No,  Jerry,  that  is  yours; 
it  says  ‘Jerry’  on  the  handle.”  “Caw,  caw,”  called  an  old 
black  crow  in  a tree  over  their  heads.  Then  he  picked  up 
something  bright  from  the  branch  and  flew'  away.  The  children 
looked  and  looked  but  they  could  not  find  Alice’s  spoon.  They 
found  crumbs  and  orange  skins  and  bits  of  moss,  but  the  spoon 
was  not  there.  Now  it  was  getting  dark,  and  Mother  called 
again,  so  they  had  to  run  home.  Alice  was  very  sad.  Mother 
said,  “It’s  too  bad  the  spoon  handle  was  not  big  enough  for 
your  whole  name — Alice  White.  Then  if  someone  who  know's 
you  should  find  the  spoon  they  would  return  it.  That  is  why 
it  is  a good  thing  to  know  your  whole  name  in  case  you  should 
be  lost.” 

The  next  morning  Alice  said,  “Let’s  pick  some  of  those  little 
blue  flowers,  Jerry;  Mother  likes  them.”  So  Alice  and  Jerry 
ran  down  to  the  woods;  they  found  some  yellow  flowers,  too. 
“Here  are  such  big  ones!”  cried  Alice;  “they  grow  right  at  the 
edge  of  the  pond;  I must  get  them.”  All  at  once  Alice  called, 
“Jerry,  Jerry,  come  here;  do  you  see  wTat  I see?”  Jerry  stooped 
down  and  looked  into  the  pond.  There,  under  the  water  and 
right  near  the  shore  w'as  something  shiny;  it  looked  like  a little 
spoon!  “I  can  reach  it,”  said  Jerry.  “Oh,  Alice,  it’s  a spoon, 
and  it  has  ALICE  on  the  handle!”  “My  own  little  Alice- 
spoon,”  laughed  Alice;  “Oh,  I’m  so  glad  to  get  it  back.  But 
how  did  it  get  into  the  pond?”  “Caw-caw-caw,”  said  an  old 
crow  on  a branch  over  their  heads,  and  he  flew  down  to  the 
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bank  of  the  pond.  “I  believe  that  old  crow  is  laughing,”  cried 
Alice,  “and  I’m  laughing,  too.  I’m  so  glad!” 

Then  the  children  ran  home.  “Oh,  Mother,  Mother,”  called 
Alice,  “we  found  my  spoon,  my  own  little  spoon,”  and  she  told 
Mother  all  about  it.  “But  how  did  it  happen?”  asked  Jerry; 
“we  can’t  think  how  that  spoon  got  into  the  pond.”  “That’s 
a secret,”  said  Mother;  “the  old  crow  was  really  laughing  because 
he  knows  the  secret,  and  I think  I can  guess  what  it  is.” 

Can  you  guess,  too? 

Supplementary  Activities 

1.  Conversation.  Discuss  the  crow’s  “secret”.  The  children 
may  be  able  to  tell  stories  of  tame  crows  which  “collected” 
bright  bits  of  glass,  marbles,  or  keys. 

2.  Illustration.  Let  the  children  illustrate  on  large  sheets  of 
paper  the  parts  of  the  story  they  particularly  liked — Alice 
and  Jerry  picking  flowers,  the  picnic  supper,  running  home 
to  Mother,  etc. 

3.  Modelling.  They  may  make  clay  spoons  and  put  their  own 
names  on  the  handles.

Materials  Needed

on  pages  2 and  3,  Under  the  Sky,  may  be  mounted  together.)

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Procedure 

Identifying  names  with  characters;  Initiating  left-to-right 
scanning  of  words.  This  morning  Alice  and  Jerry  are  coming 
to  visit  us  again.  Do  you  remember  something  funny  that 
happened  to  them  yesterday  ? 

Who  is  this?  (Show  picture  of  Alice.)  How  do  you  know  it  is 
Alice?  (Identify  hair  and  eyes  as  distinguishing  characteristics.) 

Do  you  remember  that  Alice’s  name  was  on  something  she 
liked  very  much?  What  was  it?  She  has  her  name  on  all  her 
things  — on  her  story  books  and  her  running  shoes  and  her 
rubbers  that  she  wears  to  school.  This  is  the  way  her  name 
looks.  (Put  the  word  card  Alice  under  Alice’s  picture  on  the 
blackboard  ledge.)  Now  I will  put  her  name  on  the  board. 
Watch  again  how  Alice  begins.  (Write  the  A in  large  manu- 
script writing.)  What  name  am  I starting  to  write?  (Pause 
till  pupils  suggest  Alice,  then  finish  the  word.) 

Where  is  Alice  going?  (On  a picnic).  Why  do  you  think 
so?  What  is  in  the  basket?  Who  is  going  with  her?  Turn 
to  the  next  picture.  Who  went  with  her?  What  has  happened 
since  the  first  picture?  How  will  you  know  Jerry  again?  We 
heard  about  something  with  Alice’s  name  on  it  yesterday;  what 
was  it?  Jerry  has  his  name  on  his  things,  too— on  his  bat  and 
ball  and  his  hockey  stick.  It  is  a good  idea  to  have  your  name 
on  your  things.  I know  you  want  to  see  Jerry’s  name,  too. 
Watch  how  it  begins.  (Trace  the  J and  call  attention  to  the 
twin  letters.)  Whose  name  is  this?  Who  can  find  a card  with 
Jerry’s  name  on  it?  Put  it  under  Jerry’s  picture.  Look  at  the 
blackboard.  Who  can  find  the  name  of  the  girl?  The  boy? 

Enriching  Meaning  of  Words,  Alice  and  Jerry.  (Place  the 
pictures  face  down  on  the  table.)  When  I see  the  word  Alice, 
I think  of  Alice’s  blue  eyes.  How  many  things  about  Alice 
can  you  remember  from  the  picture?  (They  recall  her  golden 
hair,  pink  dress,  brown  sandals,  etc.  Then  show  the  picture 
and  check.  Repeat  this  procedure  for  Jerry.) 

Recognition  of  and.  (Hold  up  a picture  of  Alice  and  Jerry 
together.)  Who  are  in  this  picture?  That  is  just  what  this  card 
tells  us — Alice  and  Jerry.  (Place  phrase  card  under  the  picture.) 
What  is  the  first  word  ? The  last  word  ? Who  can  guess  the 
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word  in  the  middle?  Yes,  this  little  word,  and,  is  a joining 
word.  Watch  how  it  begins.  Now  who  can  read  this  card? 
(Use  cards  as  flash  cards  and  let  the  children  in  turn  bring  the 
picture  to  match  each  card.  \"ary  the  order.) 

Supplementary  Activities 

1.  Provide  the  children  with  large  sheets  of  paper  having  the 
word  Jerry  in  broken  print-script.  Let  them  draw  a picture 
beside  it  and  then  trace  the  broken  outline,  (Or  use  Pre- 
primer Workbook,  page  2.) 

2.  Bulletin  board.  In  the  fall  the  bulletin  board  will  feature 
snapshots  of  the  children  themselves  in  various  summer 
activities,  each  with  a label  under  it — Jack  on  a pony,  Jane, 
Pat’s  dog,  etc.  This  gives  the  idea  that  word  symbols 
identify  things  and  keep  records.  Pictures  of  Alice  and 
Jerry,  the  new  friends,  will  be  added  with  comments  in  terms 
of  new  words,  from  day  to  day.  To-day’s  picture  of  Alice 
and  Jerry,  with  the  words  Alice  and  Jerry  printed  below  it, 
will  interest  the  class.

Vocabulary  recall.  I wonder  if  you  remember  the  children  we 
saw  in  the  pictures  yesterday.  (Hold  up  the  word  cards,  Alice, 
then  Jerry,  for  identification.) 

Introducing  printed  symbols  with  emphasis  upon  meanings; 
building  habit  of  left-right  scanning  of  words.  Would  you  like

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to  hear  another  story  about  something  that  happened  to  Alice 
and  Jerry?  Jerry’s  friend  Jack  and  some  other  children  are 
in  this  story,  too. 

One  sunny  morning  they  were  all  playing  hide-and-seek;  Jack 
was  “It”  and  the  others  found  good  places  to  hide;  then  Jack 
went  out  to  look  for  them.  Jerry  was  hiding  under  a rosebush 
and  Alice  was  behind  the  garden  fence.  All  at  once  Jerry 
peeped  out  and  saw  Jack  running  around  the  house  to  look  for 
the  children:  then  Jerry  ran  on  tiptoe  to  the  garden  fence  and 
did  this.  (Beckon  with  a curved  forefinger.)  Up  jumped  Alice 
and  they  both  ran  fast  and  got  “home  free”  before  Jack  heard 
them.  It  was  such  fun  to  surprise  Jack!  “Home  free!”  called 
Alice  and  Jerry. 

Now,  Jerry  didn’t  say  a word,  but  what  did  this  (curving  the 
finger)  tell  Alice  to  do?  Yes,  it  means  come.  Let’s  play  the 
story.  Who  will  be  Jerry?  Jack?  Alice?  (Let  various  chil- 
dren give  the  silent  command,  using  the  forefinger.  Then 
continue.)  “Sometimes  we  play  a game  in  school  called  the 
“Quiet-as-Mice  Game”,  and  when  I want  someone  to  come  I 
put  this  word  on  the  board.  (Hold  up  the  card  with  Come.) 
This  is  how  I write  it:  look  how  it  starts  (teacher  writes  C on 
the  board);  this  looks  like  Jerry’s  finger  beckoning  (c);  that  is 
one  way  you  will  know  that  the  word  says  “Come”.  Sometimes 
the  first  letter  is  smaller,  like  this,  c,  but  it  is  always  come. 
(Let  the  striking  characteristic  which  fixes  the  word-form  in 
the  memory  be  the  curved  forefinger;  this  suggests  the  meaning 
and  draws  attention  to  the  initial  letter  first,  fostering  the  habit 
of  left-right  scanning  of  words.  Before  long  the  child  will  meet 
other  words  having  the  same  beginning  letter  but  by  this  time 
perception  will  have  been  sharpened  so  that  differences  are 
obvious.)  This  card  tells  what  Jerry  was  trying  to  say  to 
Alice;  can  you  read  it?  (Hold  up  card  with  Come  Alice.) 
Then  Jerry  beckoned  a second  time  and  this  is  what  he  was 
trying  to  say.  (Hold  up  card  with  Come  Alice  come.)  Can 
you  read  it? 

Establishing  Sight  Vocabulary.  (Place  sentence  cards  on  a 
chair,  blank  side  up.)  Do  you  like  surprises?  There  are  sur- 
prises on  this  chair.  Suppose  you  earn  your  way  to  your  seats; 
you  may  go  if  you  can  pick  up  a surprise  and  read  it  to  us.

Introduction  to  pages  4-5,  Skip  Along 


Meaningful  introduction  of  new  symbol  {Look).  One  morning 
the  children  in  Grade  I were  all  reading;  the  room  was  very 
quiet.  Suddenly  Jerry  saw  a big  yellow  pussy  cat  looking  in 
the  window.  He  wanted  to  say,  “Look!’’  but  he  didn’t  wish 
to  interrupt  the  children  who  were  reading.  Yet  he  did  want 
the  teacher  to  see  that  lovely  kitty;  so  he  tiptoed  across  the 
room  to  the  teacher’s  table  and  pointed  like  this.  (Teacher 
points  with  forefinger.)  Then  the  teacher  smiled,  for  she  and 
Jerry  knew  a secret. 

What  did  Jerry  mean  when  he  pointed  like  this?  Yes,  he 
meant  Look.  Another  quiet  way  to  say  look  is  to  write  it  like 
this.  (Write  the  word  in  bold  print-script.)  Now  you  see  this 
first  letter.  Doesn’t  it  look  like  Jerry’s  long  finger  pointing? 
(The  pointing  “finger”,  both  capital  and  small  letter,  is  the 
striking  characteristic  of  this  word;  and  attention  to  this  be- 
ginning letter  safeguards  the  left-right  attack.)  So  you  will 
remember,  the  minute  you  see  it,  that  look  is  a pointing  word. 
Who  can  find  the  word-card  that  says  look  ? 

Establishing  vocabulary.  Jerry  thought  the  teacher  could  not 
see  the  kitty  very  well  from  her  desk  so  he  beckoned  to  her  like 
this;  then  he  whispered  to  her  and  this  is  what  he  said.  (Print 
on  the  board  or  use  word -cards  to  build  the  sentences  below,)

Let  the  pupils  read  it  in  turn,  sweeping  the  pointer  under  the 
lines  from  left  to  right  to  make  sure  of  left-right  scanning. 

Supplementary  Activities 

1.  The  Quiet-as-Mice  Game.  Now  I will  hold  up  a word-card 
for  just  a moment  and  you  do  what  the  word  tells  you. 
We  must  all  be  as  quiet  as  mice.  (Hold  up  cards  with  five 
new  words;  the  child  responds  to  come  by  coming  to  the 
teacher;  to  look  by  going  to  the  window  or  door  and  pointing 
to  something  he  sees.  The  distinction  must  be  clear  at  the 
outset  that  look  calls  attention  to  a thing,  and  then  we  see 
it;  if  look  is  clearly  recognized  as  a pointing  word  it  will  not 
be  confused  with  see  in  subsequent  lessons.  When  one  of 
the  name-cards  is  exposed,  the  child  gets  the  picture  of  Alice 
or  Jerry;  when  and  is  exposed  he  puts  the  pictures  of  Alice  and 
Jerry  together.  In  this  game,  where  no  spoken  word  inter- 
\’enes,  word  symbol  makes  direct  and  vital  contact  with 
meaning.) 

2.  Bulletin  Board.  Post  up  an  interesting  snapshot  of  one  of  the 
children,  or  a new  toy  with  the  following  sentences  below:

Then  she  said  to  one  little  boy 
who  was  not  close  enough,  “Come  and  see.”  (Build  with  word 
cards.)  And  the  children  said,  “See  the  kitty!”  Just  then 
Alice,  who  was  near  the  window,  put  out  her  hand  to  pat  the 
kitty  and  it  jumped  right  on  her  shoulder!  Jerry  said,  “See 
Alice!”  (Use  word  cards.)  And  Alice  said,  “See  the  kitty.” 
(Use  cards  and  picture.)  Now  show  me  the  word  See.  Watch 
while  I write  it  on  the  board.  Watch  how  it  begins.  (The 
children  may  write  the  S in  the  air  as  the  teacher  prints  it,  then 
finish  the  word  with  her.) 

Let  the  children  read  the  “story”  from  the  board: 

Look,  look. 

Come  and  look. 

See  the  kitty.  (Use  picture  or  sketch  with  chalk.) 
See  Alice. 

See  the  kitty. 

The  next  time  we  read  there  will  be  a lovely  surprise  for  us. 
Supplementary  Activities 

1.  The  Quiet-as-Mice  Game.  When  the  new  word  see  is  exposed, 
the  child  responds  by  making  a ring  with  thumb  and  fore- 
finger and  using  it  like  a pair  of  glasses  to  see  through.

Reading  from  Skip  Along;  Following  pictured  events  in  se- 
quence ; Predicting  outcomes.  Now  for  the  big  surprise ! A new 
book,  and  its  name  is  Skip  Along.  (Run  your  hand  under  the 
title  as  you  say  the  words.)  As  soon  as  we  find  out  how  to 
hold  the  book  and  turn  pages  we  shall  look  at  the  pictures. 
(Facing  in  the  same  direction  as  the  children  are  facing,  show 
them  how  to  hold  the  book.)  This  is  my  left  hand.  Will  you 
hold  up  your  left  hand?  We  are  going  to  hold  our  books  in 
our  left  hands.  Show  me  how  to  hold  your  book.  (See  that 
each  child  holds  it  correctly.)  This  is  my  right  hand.  I turn 
the  pages  with  my  right  hand.  I turn  them  from  the  upper 
right  corner.  (Illustrate.  Give  a few  minutes’  practice  in 
turning  pages.  Left-handed  pupils  may  find  it  less  awkward 
to  hold  with  the  right  hand  and  turn  pages  with  the  left.) 

Now,  suppose  we  skip  along  to  the  first  page. 

Title  page.  This  is  the  title  page  and  the  name  of  the  book 
is  up  here.  Who  remembers  it?  Who  is  skipping  along  in 
the  picture? 

Page  2.  How  can  you  tell  from  the  picture  that  this  is  Alice? 
I see  something  else  which  makes  me  know  that  this  is  Alice. 
Good  for  you.  You  see  her  name.  Who  will  read  it? 

Page  3.  How  can  you  tell  from  the  picture  that  this  is  Jerry? 
In  what  other  way  do  you  know?  Do  you  remember  the  first 
day  we  saw  these  pictures?  Here  they  are  going  to  the  picnic. 
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When  Alice  had  finished  her  lunch  what  do  you  think  she  did  ? 
Turn  the  page  to  see  if  your  guess  is  right. 

Page  4.  What  has  happened  since  the  last  picture?  Why 
do  you  think  Alice  is  pulling  Jerry?  I wish  I knew  what  she  is 
saying.  The  picture  can’t  tell,  but  the  words  can.  Who  will 
read  and  tell  me? 

Page  5.  What  is  Alice  saying  as  she  points?  What  do  you 
suppose  she  is  pointing  at?  Turn  quickly  and  see  if  you  are 
right. 

Page  6.  Where  are  Alice  and  Jerry  now?  Who  is  talking? 
How  do  you  know?  What  does  she  say?  She  asks  Jerry  to 
do  two  things;  what  does  she  ask  him  to  do?  What  is  the 
joining  word  ? 

Page  7.  Where  are  Alice  and  Jerry  now?  What  do  they 
see?  Read  the  whole  page  to  yourself,  that  is,  with  your  eyes. 
Now,  who  will  read  it  and  talk  just  like  Alice?  If  you  wanted 
the  ducks  to  come  closer,  what  might  you  do?  I wonder  if 
Alice  and  Jerry  will  feed  them?  Turn  quickly  and  see.

Developing  ability  to  observe  and  interpret  picture  details; 
Introducing  printed  symbols  and  their  meanings.  (Have  Big 
Pictures  24  and  5 fastened  to  card  holder,  24  on  top  of  5.)  Here 
is  a poor  puppy  without  a name.  Who  can  find  his  name  among 
the  cards  on  this  chair,  read  it  and  then  put  it  under  the  picture? 
Jip  is  alone  and  not  very  happy  looking.  Can  you  think  of 
something  which  might  cheer  him  up?  Let’s  see  if  he  does  find 
someone  to  play  with.

Let  the  children  race  with  you  to  see  if 
they  can  name  the  word  before  you  can  finish  writing.) 

Extending  meaning  of  come  and  go.  (Hold  up  Come  and 
liave  some  child  carry  out  the  direction  by  coming  to  front  of 
group.

You  see,  Jane  is 
fussy  about  eating;  she  eats  only  those  foods  that  begin  like 
her  name.  She  likes  something  good  to  spread  on  her  bread; 
it  is  not  butter,  of  course.  (The  children  will  suggest  feeding 
Jane  jam,  jelly,  juice,  jello.  Other  words  will  be  offered;  test 
them  with  Jane,  Jip,  and  Jerry  to  see  if  they  begin  alike.) 

(If  the  children  are  enthusiastic  about  the  game,  follow  it  up 
with  “Let’s  feed  Father.”)  Father,  too,  is  fussy  about  his  food. 
Did  you  hear  two  words  that  begin  like  father?  Well,  Father 
eats  only  those  things  which  begin  like  his  name;  let’s  say  his 
name  slowly,  F-ather.  (The  children  will  feed  him  fish  and  fat, 
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figs  and  fruit  and  fudge.  If  wrong  words  are  suggested,  let  the 
class  decide  whether  or  not  to  accept  them  by  testing  them  with 
the /-words  already  named.  Let  the  game  be  short  and  keen; 
another  day  feed  Mother,  or  Pat,  or  Peggy  who  are  members 
of  the  class.) 

Supplementary  Activities 

1.  Illustration.  Have  the  story  of  Jip  and  the  ball  written  on 
a large  sheet  of  paper;  let  the  children  draw  pictures  to 
illustrate  the  story  and  paste  them  on  the  sheet. 

2.  Sound  chart.  Add  Jip  to  the  sound  chart  and  let  the  children 
cut  pictures  of  objects  which  begin  with  the  same  sound.

Introducing  the  Big  Picture.  ( Have  Big  Picture  11  attached 
to  the  card  holder,  but  have  the  card  holder  turned  so  that  the 
picture  cannot  be  seen.)  The  last  time  we  saw  Alice  and  Jerry 
they  were  in  a beautiful  garden.  Someone  had  called  them  to 
see  something.  I think  it  was  a good  friend  of  theirs  who 
lived  next  door.  She  had  some  pets  she  wanted  them  to  see. 
Suppose  we  see  what  those  pets  were. 

Picture  study;  Details  and  interpretation.  (Turn  the  card 
holder  and  allow  ample  time  for  discussion  of  the  picture. 
Have  the  rabbits’  pink  ears,  short  tails,  strong  back  legs,  etc., 
identified.) 

Telling  the  picture  story.  (Begin  the  picture  story  by  saying, 

“One  day  a good  friend  of  Alice  and  Jerry  called ” Remind 

the  child  who  continues,  to  tell  the  colour  of  the  rabbits.) 

Vocabulary  introduction  (one,  two).  When  Jerry  looked,  he 
saw  this  many  pets.  (Write  1 on  the  board.)  This  word  (Hold 
up  one^  says  the  same  thing  as  the  number.  (Have  each  child 
read  the  card ; then  trace  the  o.  Re^’erse  card  to  show  capitalized 
form.)  Alice  had  brighter  eyes  than  Jerry.  She  saw — (Write 
2 on  the  board,  show  the  card  two  and  proceed  in  the  usual 
manner.  Hold  up  cards,  one  at  a time,  and  have  each  pupil 
read  a card  and  bring  the  designated  number  of  books,  chalk, 
pencils,  etc.  They  may  clap  or  step.) 
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The  minute  ]erry  saw  the  rabbits  he  said — (Add  Come  here 
Alice,  Come  and  see,  Look  Alice,  See  the  rabbit  to  the  card  holder 
and  read  in  the  usual  way.)  Why  does  Jerry  say,  “See  the 
rabbit”  ? 

The  minute  Alice  saw  the  second  rabbit  down  at  the  end  of 
the  yard,  she  said — (Add  Look  Jerry,  I can  see  two  rabbits. 
Look  down  here,  See  the  two  rabbits,  Look  down  Jerry.  Call 
attention  to  the  number  of  rabbits  on  the  rebus  cards  and  the 
words  which  tell  the  same  number.) 

Reading  from  Skip  Along.  Now  for  our  books  and  some  new 
pictures!  Turn  quickly  to  page  21.  Read  the  title. 

Page  22.  How  is  this  picture  different  from  the  one  on  the 
card  holder?  Which  picture  tells  what  happened  first?  Read 
the  first  sentence  silently  and  be  ready  to  tell  me  who  is  talking. 
(How  many  rabbits  do  the  children  see?)  Who  can  find  the 
sentence  which  has  this  word?  (Hold  up  one;  have  word  and 
sentence  read.  Have  page  read  in  usual  way.) 

Page  23.  How  is  this  picture  different  from  the  one  on  the 
card  holder?  Which  picture  shows  what  happened  first?  How 
many  rabbits  do  you  see  in  each  little  picture?  How  many 
times  can  you  find  the  word  that  means  the  same  number  as 
the  rabbits?  Where  is  Alice  looking?  How  many  times  can 
you  find  the  word  down?  (Have  pupils  discover  who  is  talking 
and  read  the  page  in  the  usual  way.)

Introducing  printed  symbol  and  its  meaning.  (Have  a real 
hoop  if  possible.)  This  is  the  day  when  Alice  and  Jerry  are 
planning  a show  or  circus.  Of  course  they  must  have  cos- 
tumes. What  do  I mean  by  costumes?  Can  you  remember  any 
parts  of  their  costumes  which  you  saw  in  that  picture  in  your 
book?

Now  here  is  jump;  watch  how  jump  begins.  (Trace  the  7,  then 
the  J.  Then  write  jtimp  on  the  board  in  the  space  left  for  it.) 
When  jump  begins  with  a capital  letter  it  begins  just  like — 
(Write  Jip,  then  Jerry.)  So  we  must  look  at  jump  very  care- 
fully. The  word  Jtimp  really  looks  like  Jip  when  he  jumps; 
this  (7)  is  a picture  of  his  hind  legs  when  they  jump;  you  see 

*Note:  I would  teach  Jip’s  stunt  first  and  establish  the  new  word 
jump;  Canadian  children  say  “a  skipping  rope”  and  they  skip 
with  it;  if  they  are  sure  of  jump  first,  I do  not  think  Alice’s 
stunt  will  raiisp  trouble.  * 
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his  tail  at  the  top;  then  comes  his  body  and  this  {p)  is  a 
picture  of  his  front  leg,  his  round  head  and  one  ear. 

When  Jip  jumped  through  the  hoop  Jerry  said,  (Add  Jip  can 
jump,  Jump  Jip  jump.) 

I wonder  if  Jerry  has  a stunt  all  his  own.  (Turn  card  to  show 
Big  Picture  14.)  When  Jerry  did  this  stunt  I am  sure  he  said 

(Add  I can  jump,  I can  jump  down.) 

Show  Big  Picture  13;  you  see  what  Alice  has.  Well,  this  is 
her  stunt  and  this  is  what  she  says  to  Jerry  (Add  I caii  jump 
and  jump.) 

Reading  from  Skip  Along  (pages  25-28).  (Proceed  in  usual 
way.  Be  sure  each  sentence  is  read  silently  before  it  is  read 
orally.  Be  sure  the  oral  reading  is  fluent  and  expressive.  En- 
courage the  child  who  reads  a page  to  read  slowly,  looking  up 
from  the  page  with  an  “eyeful”  of  words;  the  children  soon 
find  out  that  it  is  more  interesting  when  they  look  up  with  a 
group  of  related  words  and  give  these  to  their  audience  with

Establishing  sight  vocabulary.  (In  the  card  holder  have  all 
the  words  listed  above.)  Bring  me  the  names  of  the  two  char- 
acters in  our  stories.  The  name  of  their  pet!  Three  number 
words!  Two  opposites!  The  joining  word!  A word  which 
tells  you  what  you  can  do  with  your  eyes!  The  word  you  use

Motivated  introduction;  Big  Picture  17.  (Have  Big  Picture  17 
fastened  to  card  holder  but  turn  holder  so  picture  cannot  be 
seen.)  This  is  the  day  when  Alice  has  fun  with  that  funny 
horse.  Not  far  from  her  house  was  a park  with  a wading  pool 
just  for  children.  (Discuss  meaning  of  wading  pool.)  Often  on 
hot  days  Mother  and  Alice  and  Jerry  would  go  there.  Did  you 
ever  go  wading?  A wading  pool  for  children  is  never  deep. 
So  it  is  safe  to  play  there.  A wooden  walk  was  built  out  over 
the  pool;  it  was  called  a pier.  A ladder  went  down  from  the 
pier  into  the  water. 

Developing  ability  to  observe  and  interpret  picture  details. 

(Show  Big  Picture  17.)  Now  look  at  the  picture  and  be  ready 
to  answer  some  questions.  Can  you  find  the  pier?  How  can 
you  tell  that  the  water  is  not  deep?  What  signs  of  a park  do 
you  see?  What  do  you  think  that  queer  horse  is  made  from? 
Why  does  it  float?  Have  children  suggest  what  Alice  might 
be  saying  as  she  rode  her  horse  and  what  Jerry  might  be  saying 
as  he  climbed  the  ladder. 

Telling  the  picture  story.  (The  children  should  be  gaining 
increasing  power  to  interpret  pictures.)  Let  them  begin,  “One 
warm  summer  morning”  and  tell  the  story  from  the  pictures. 

Vocabulary  introduction.  I believe  this  is  what  Alice  said, 
(Write  I can  ride,  See  my  horse,  Here  I go  Jerry,  Here  I go, 
one  at  a time.) 

Jerry  started  up  the  ladder  and  he  said — (Write  Come  here 
Alice,  See  the  (rebus)  ladder,  I can  go  up.  Here  I go  up.  Up 
and  up  and  up.) 

Reading  from  Skip  Along  (pages  33-36.)  (Have  each  child 
read  silently,  then  orally.) 

Oral  reading  in  an  audience  situation.  (Conduct  as  in 
previous  units.) 

Developing  ability  to  predict  outcomes.  What  may  happen 
when  Alice  and  Jerry  grow  tired  of  playing  in  the  water?  (Lead 
the  children  to  see  that  page  37  may  suggest  the  answer.  The 
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pool  in  the  distance  suggests  that  they  are  still  in  the  park. 
Have  each  toy  identified  and  have  the  title  read.) 

Enriching  the  child’s  speaking  vocabulary.  I will  say  a word 
and  you  tell  me  what  you  think  of  when  you  hear  it.  Then  you 
may  go  to  your  seat — {pool,  luading,  park,  meadow,  pier,  garden, 
performer,  costume,  etc.) 

Supplementary  Activity 

Let  the  children  make  a large  picture  of  Fun  at  the  Beach  or 
A Happy  Day  in  the  Park.

Developing  ability  to  observe  and  interpret  picture  details. 

Open  your  books  to  page  37.  Again  name  the  toys  you  see  in 
that  box.  I think  there  is  one  toy  you  have  missed  (two,  if 
airplane  has  not  been  discovered.)  What  is  it?  (Show  Big 
Picture  19.  Emphasize  the  correct  term  parasol,  discuss  its 
purpose  and  discuss  what  Alice’s  parasol  is  made  from.)

Introducing  Open  the  Door.  This  is  the  great  day  when  we 
begin  our  new  book.  This  time  it  has  a pretty  blue  cover  and 
its  title  is  Open  the  Door.  The  title  explains  what  the  boys 
and  girls  on  the  cover  are  doing.  When  we  open  the  covers 
of  a book  it  is  like  opening  a door  to  see  what  is  going  on  inside. 
Suppose  we  open  the  door  to  the  title  page.  Whom  do  you 
discover  in  the  picture?  Alice  and  Jerry  are  opening  the  door 
to  invite  us  in.  Who  will  read  the  title  at  the  top  of  the  page 
so  that  we  can  open  another  door  and  see  what  is  going  on  ? 

Pages  2-3.  Now  suppose  we  turn  to  pages  2 and  3.  Not 
far  from  Alice’s  house  is  a brook.  (Call  it  a stream  or  a creek 
if  that  is  the  name  used  in  the  locality.  Discover  that  it  is 
summer.  We  can  tell  from  the  sunlit  fields  and  the  clothing 
worn  by  the  children.)  What  have  the  children  made?  What 
is  Alice  trying  to  do  with  her  long  stick?  Who  will  read  these 
two  pages  and  introduce  the  children  ? 

Pages  4-5.  If  you  could  be  one  of  the  children  on  these  two 
pages,  which  one  would  you  like  to  be?  Do  you  think  that 
bicycle  is  new?  Why  do  you  think  so?  I’m  sure  you  are 
thinking,  “Who  is  this  little  girl?”  Well,  she  is  Alice’s  best 
friend,  and  her  name  is  May.  Her  name  looks  like  this.  (Hold 
up  card  with  May.)  What  has  happened  since  the  last  picture? 
(Be  sure  the  children  discover  the  log  bridge  and  the  railing.) 
Who  is  talking  on  this  page?  How  do  you  know?  Who  will 
be  May  and  read  what  she  says?

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Page  5.  Alice  and  Jerry  are  just  as  excited  as  May.  Is  this 
what  you  thought  would  happen  next?  Who  is  talking  here?

What  is  she  saying  as 
she  shows  off  her  bicycle?  Read  it  and  pretend  you  are  May.

If  Alice  and  Jerry  were  your  best  friends, 
what  would  you  do  next  ?

would  never  have  jumped  on  unless  May  had  said, — (Put  You 
can  ride  in  the  card  holder  as  you  say  it.)  Jerry  waited  a 
moment  to  be  sure  May  wanted  to  trust  him  with  that  lovely 
red  bicycle  and  May  said  again, — (Put  You  can  ride  Jerry  in 
the  card  holder.)  What  is  our  new  word?  Yes,  it  is  you.

Have  the  others  close  their 
books  to  listen  and  decide  whether  the  readers  really  talk  like 
May  and  Alice. 

Page  11.  I don’t  wonder  that  you  are  interested  in  the  next 
picture.  Won’t  it  be  fun  to  go  to  the  circus  the  next  time  we 
read?

(One  child  holds  his  right  arm  straight  over  his  head  for  a mast 
and  his  left  arm  extended  for  the  bottom  of  the  sail  and  then 
dips  gracefully  over  the  waves.) 
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Now  who  can  tell  me  the  two  new  words  on  these  cards?

Introducing  new  words  and  their  meanings;  developing  the 
habit  of  left-to-right  scanning  (whatj  do,  too).  To-day  we  are 
going  to  have  a new  word  which  I like  to  call  our  question  word ; 
we  use  it  when  we  ask  questions.  Here  is  Mary  (a  pupil  in  the 
room)  with  something  good  in  her  hand;  you  see  she  is  holding 
her  hands  behind  her  back.  Mary  says,  “What  have  I ?”  Here 
is  our  question  word.  (Put  what  in  the  card  holder.)  Take  a 
good  eye  picture  of  it.  We  shall  use  this  word  often.  Watch 
how  what  begins.  (Trace  the  wJi.)  What  begins  like  wheel 
and  whistle. 

Now,  Mary  is  going  to  ask,  “What  have  I?”  and  you  may 
guess  what  she  has.  Each  time  you  guess  wrongly  she  will  say, 
“What  have  I?”  again.  If  you  do  not  guess  it  quickly  Mary 
will  get  tired  saying,  “What  have  I?”  So  I’m  going  to  pin 
this  card  on  Mary’s  dress  and  when  she  points  to  the  card  it 
will  ask  the  question  for  her.  Who  will  read  the  question  on 
the  card?  When  someone  guesses  correctly,  he  may  have  what 
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Mary  has  in  her  hand  and  then  he  will  be  “It”.  (Use  little 
things  like  a tiny  doll,  a little  brooch,  a peanut,  etc.) 

What  is  our  new  question  word? 

.Sometimes  Alice  and  Jerry  play  another  guessing  game.  Jerry 
says  to  Alice  and  May — ^(Write  What  can  I do?  on  the  board.) 

Think  how  the  new  word  begins;  what  can  I d_ ? Do, 

of  course.  Show  me  the  word  do  in  the  sentence.  We  must 
take  an  extra  good  picture  of  this  word.  Now  look  at  this 
card.  (Show  the  word  card  do.)  What  does  it  say?  Match 
it  with  the  do  in  the  sentence.  Now  turn  the  card  over.  Notice 
how  do  looks  when  it  begins  with  a capital  letter.  Read  again 
the  question  which  Jerry  asks  Alice  and  May.  “Now,”  says 
Jerry,  “this  is  a game.  I will  do  something  and  you  will  guess 
what  it  is.  I might  be  digging  the  garden  or  fishing  or  pounding 
a nail;  you  must  guess.

It  is  a challenging  game  to  play  daily  and  it  develops  the  exact 
technique  which  is  desirable : the  child  guesses  at  the  right  word 
on  the  basis  of  context,  then  checks  his  guess  by  word-form 
clues.  Sometimes  the  initial  consonant  sound  is  sufficient  to 
confirm  his  identification  of  the  right  word;  but  in  this  case, 
initial  consonants  are  identical  and  the  child  must  make  use 
of  other  word-form  clues.  The  use  of  a multiple-choice  game 
each  day  sharpens  perception  immeasurably  and  each  recognition 
is  always  accompanied  by  meaning.) 

Developmental  reading  activities.  Do  you  remember  that 
the  last  time  we  saw  Alice  and  Jerry  they  were  both  looking  at 
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something?  Well,  to-day  we  can  read  the  title  of  the  new 
story.  Here  it  is.  (Put  The  Two  Caps  in  the  card  holder  and 
have  it  read.)  Who  will  read  this  word  (hold  up  the  word  card 
Caps),  match  it  with  the  right  word  in  the  title  and  put  it  at 
the  top  of  the  card  holder?  If  someone  is  very  clever  he  can 
tell  why  we  have  this  little  letter  on  the  word  Caps  (indicate 
the  s.)  If  the  title  looked  like  this  (put  The  Cap  in  the  card 
holder  as  you  talk)  how  many  caps  would  it  mean  ? Who  will 
read  this  card,  match  it,  and  add  it  to  the  word  ladder?  (Hold 
up  Cap.) 

I don’t  know  who  wants  a cap,  but,  whoever  it  is,  I think  he 
lives — (Put  in  a house  in  the  card  holder.)  Think  how  this  new 

word  begins:  in  a h ! House,  of  course.  Who  will  read 

the  phrase?  Who  will  read  this  word,  match  it  and  add  it  to 
the  word  ladder?  (Hold  up  house.) 

I am  sure  if  a boy  went  to  a store  for  a cap,  he  would  be 
satisfied  with — (Put  a good  brown  cap  in  the  card  holder  and 
have  it  read.)  But— (Put  I do  not  in  the  card  holder  and  have 
it  read.)  I do  not  think  a little  girl  or  her  mother  would  be 
satisfied  with  just  a good  cap.  They  would  want — (Put  a pretty 
blue  cap  in  the  card  holder  and  have  it  read.)  Who  can  read 
this  card,  match  it  and  add  it  to  the  word  ladder?  (Hold  up 
pretty.)  I am  sure  I could  find  a pretty  blue  cap— (Put  at  the 
store  in  the  card  holder  and  ha\  e it  read.)  How  fast  can  you 
climb  the  word  ladder? 

Now  here  are  some  beginnings  of  sentences  which  we  shall 
find  in  our  new  story.  Can  you  read  them  and  finish  them  as 
fast  as  I hold  them  up.  (Finishing  the  sentence  prevents  mere 
word-naming.)  and  put  them  in  the  card  holder?  (Let  them 
read  the  five  phrases  also,  which  are  not  sentence  beginnings.) 

Page  45.  The  first  boy  or  girl  to  find  page  45  may  read  the 
title.  (Discuss  the  picture  a moment.) 

Page  46.  I can  tell  in  a minute  who  is  going  to  get  a new 
cap,  can  you?  Which  cap  would  you  buy  for  Jerry?  I wonder 
if  Mother  will  agree  with  you?  I see  three  sentences  which 
begin  like  this.  (Hold  up  She  saw  and  have  it  read.)  Now 
read  the  three  sentences.  Which  colour  does  Mother  like  best? 
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How  do  you  know  ? Read  the  part  which  tells  you  that.  (HaA^e 
the  page  read  by  paragraph  units.) 

Page  47.  Someone  else  went  shopping  that  day.  Read  the 
first  two  sentences  to  find  out  who  went  shopping  and  what  he 
wanted.  (Hold  up  He  looked  at  and  have  it  read.)  Now  read 
the  three  sentences  which  begin  like  that.  What  sort  of  cap 
does  Father  like?  How  do  you  know?  Read  it.  Reread 
the  page. 

Developing  ability  to  see  basic  words  in  derived  forms.  It 

has  been  a long  time  since  we  made  words  grow.  Suppose  we 
start  with  this  one.  (Write  cap;  then  change  to  caps.  Continue 
with  look,  looks,  looked,  store,  stores,  etc.)

Directions  for  Use  of  the  Preprimer  Textfilms 

(A  separate  manual  with  more  detailed  directions  will  be 
furnished  on  request  with  each  Textfilm.  Teachers  are  urged  to 
use  this  more  detailed  manual.) 

Textfilm  for  SKIP  ALONG 

Frames  1-8.  These  are  concept  development  frames,  prepar- 
ing pupils  for  situations  they  will  meet  in  the  first  half  of  the 
book.  They  are  to  be  used  before  any  reading  from  Skip  Along 
is  begun.  Their  purpose  is  to  build  a background  of  meanings 
for  pages  2-24  and  to  stimulate  oral  language  development 
through  free  discussion  of  the  pictures  on  the  part  of  pupils. 

Frame  1.  Introduce  Alice  and  Jerry  to  pupils  who  have  not 
had  the  Reading  Readiness  Book,  Here  We  Go.  Have  pupils 
note  distinguishing  characteristics  and  tell  how  they  would  know 
Alice  and  Jerry  the  next  time  they  see  them.  Allow  time  for 
free  discussion  of  activities  shown.  Direct  attention  to  names 
under  characters.  Write  one  name  at  a time  on  the  board.  Have 
pupils  check  with  Textfilm  to  decide  which  name  was  written. 

Frame  2.  Introduce  puppy  as  Jip  and  discuss  the  reason  why 
puppy  is  the  correct  term  to  use  for  him.  Have  pupils  note 
the  word  Jip.  Write  the  word  on  the  board  and  have  pupils 
check  with  Textfilm  to  decide  what  word  was  written.  Have 
them  find  out  all  they  can  about  Jip  from  picture.  Have  them 
tell  about  their  own  pets. 

Frame  3.  Stress  idea  that  the  water  is  not  deep,  and  have 
pupils  discover  the  bridge  for  crossing  it.  Then  have  pupils 
identify  the  two  types  of  fences  and  decide  which  is  the  better 
kind. 

Frame  4.  Have  pupils  identify  ducks  and  find  out  all  they 
can  about  them  from  picture.  Have  them  relate  some  of  their 
own  experiences  with  ducks. 

Frame  5.  Discuss  a jack-in-the-box  and  how  it  works. 

Frame  6.  Have  pupils  discover  all  they  can  about  rabbits 
from  picture.  Talk  about  such  terms  as  hunny,  hutch,  etc. 

Frame  7.  Have  pupils  identify  fire  engine  and  discuss  how 
it  was  made.  Urge  them  to  tell  about  toys  they  have  made. 
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Frame  8.  Identify  field  as  a meadow.  Talk  about  meadow 
larks,  their  nests,  colouring,  songs,  etc.  Have  pupils  decide 
why  the  bird  is  called  a meadow  lark. 

Frame  9.  Have  pupils  identify  duck,  say  the  word,  and 
listen  to  the  way  the  word  begins.  Have  them  discover  all 
items  in  big  picture  which  begin  with  the  same  sound  as  duck. 

Frame  10.  Discuss  picture.  Have  story  read  sentence  b}^ 
sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  entire  story. 

Frame  11.  Discuss  big  picture  first,  calling  attention  to 
items  the  names  of  which  begin  with  the  sound  j.  Have  pupils 
say  the  word  Jip,  listen  to  the  way  it  begins,  and  then  rediscover 
items  in  big  picture  the  names  of  which  begin  with  the  same 
sound  as  Jip. 

Frame  12.  Discuss  picture.  Have  story  read  sentence  by 
sentence;  then  have  several  pupils  read  entire  story. 

Frame  13.  Have  pupils  identify  cup,  say  the  word,  and  listen 
to  the  way  the  word  begins.  Have  them  discover  all  items  in 
big  picture  which  begin  with  the  same  sound  as  cup. 

Frame  14.  Discuss  picture.  Have  story  read  sentence  by 
sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  entire  story. 

Frame  15.  For  initial  sound  of  bird  follow  procedures  out- 
lined in  Frames  9,  11,  13. 

Frame  16.  Use  term  teeter-totter  or  see-saWy  whichever  is  more 
familiar  to  pupils.  Have  story  read  sentence  by  sentence.  Then 
have  several  pupils  read  entire  story. 

Frame  17.  For  beginning  sound  of  rabbit  follow  procedures 
outlined  in  Frames  9,  11,  13. 

Frame  18.  Discuss  picture.  Have  story  read  sentence  by 
sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  entire  story. 

Frames  19-23  are  to  be  used  before  reading  pages  25-47. 
Their  purpose  is  the  same  as  that  of  Frames  1-8. 

Frame  19.  Have  pupils  discover  that  Alice  and  Jerry  are 
getting  ready  for  a show  or  circus,  discuss  costumes  being  made, 
and  decide  which  child  will  wear  which  costume. 

Frame  20.  Have  pupils  identify  hoop  and  discuss  hoop  roll- 
ing. Have  them  discover  that  Alice  and  Jerry  are  practising 
tricks  or  stunts  for  the  show  or  circus,  and  then  discuss  the 
activities  shown. 


Open  the  Door 
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Frame  21.  Identify  and  discuss  parasol  and  other  toys.  Have 
pupils  talk  freely  about  activities  shown. 

Frame  22.  Have  pupils  identify  wading  pool,  pier,  ladder. 
Discuss  rubber  horse,  purpose,  and  method  of  inflating.  Let 
pupils  talk  freely  about  their  own  wading  experiences. 

Frame  23.  Have  pupils  decide  why  the  day  shown  must  be  a 
special  one  and  what  day  it  is.  Have  them  talk  at  length  about 
Alice’s  hair  and  their  own  experiences  with  curls. 

Frame  24.  For  beginning  sound  of  hoop  follow  procedures 
outlined  for  Frames  9,  11,  13.  Have  pupils  identify  horses,  hay, 
hat,  head,  hands,  harness,  hoe,  hollow  tree,  house,  hill. 

Frame  25.  Discuss  the  pictures  and  have  pupils  tell  their 
own  experiences  with  frogs.  Have  the  story  read  sentence  by 
sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  the  entire  story. 

Frame  26.  For  beginning  sound  of  chicks  (ch)  follow  pro- 
cedures as  outlined  for  Frames  9,  11,  13.  Have  pupils  identify 
child,  chain,  checks,  chimney,  church,  chopping,  etc. 

Frame  27.  Discuss  the  picture.  Have  the  story  read  sentence 
by  sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  entire  story. 

Frame  28.  For  beginning  sound  of  ladder  follow  procedures 
outlined  for  Frames  9,  11,  13.  Have  pupils  discover  lambs, 
log,  leaves,  lantern,  lilies,  lady,  laughing,  etc. 

Frame  29.  Discuss  activities  shown.  Have  story  read  sen- 
tence by  sentence.  Then  have  the  entire  story  reread. 

Frame  30.  For  beginning  sound  of  parasol  follow  procedures 
outlined  for  Frames  9,  11,  13.  Have  pupils  identify  pigs,  puddles, 
pump,  pail,  puppy,  pan,  pears,  pocket,  paint,  post. 

Frame  31.  Discuss  picture.  Have  story  read  sentence  by 
sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  the  entire  story. 

Frame  32.  For  beginning  sound  of  top  follow  procedures 
outlined  for  Frames  9,  11,  13.  Have  pupils  discover  truck,  tires, 
trees,  turkeys,  tent,  table,  tub,  tail. 

Frame  33.  Discuss  pictures  and  have  pupils  tell  of  their  own 
experiences  with  turtles.  Have  story  read  sentence  by  sentence. 
Then  have  several  children  read  entire  story. 

Textfilm  for  OPEN  THE  DOOR 

Frames  1-5.  These  are  concept  development  frames  and  are 
to  be  used  before  any  reading  from  Open  the  Door  is  begun.  Their 
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purpose  is  to  build  a background  of  meanings  for  pages  2-38 
and  to  stimulate  oral  language  development  through  free  dis=- 
cussion  of  the  pictures  on  the  part  of  pupils. 

Frame  1.  Identify  log  bridge  and  railing,  also  steeping  stones. 
Discuss  fully  any  items  unfamiliar  to  pupils.  Have  them  tell 
of  personal  experiences  making  toy  boats. 

Frame  2.  Identify  tricycle,  boy’s  bicycle,  girl’s  bicycle.  Dis- 
cuss difference  and  reasons  for  terms  tricycle,  bicycle. 

Frame  3.  Have  all  items  in  picture  identified.  Allow  ample 
time  for  picture  discussion  and  recounting  of  circus  experiences. 

Frame  4.  Allow  ample  time  for  enjoyment  of  picture.  Have 
pupils  talk  freely  about  clowns  they  have  seen. 

Frame  5.  Identify  donkey  and  cart  and  discuss  reason  for 
term  cart.  Lead  pupils  to  talk  freely  about  driver  and  his  costume 
and  about  the  way  he,  his  donkey,  and  the  cart  are  decorated 
for  the  circus.  Have  pupils  tell  of  any  experiences  they  may 
have  had  with  donkeys. 

Frame  6.  Have  pupils  tell  who  is  speaking;  then  identify 
each  picture  and  word  in  picture  dictionary.  Have  them  read 
story  silently  and  unlock  new  word  by  using  picture  dictionary. 
Have  several  pupils  read  the  story  aloud. 

Frame  7.  Identify  stilts ; have  pupils  tell  of  their  experiences 
with  stilts.  Have  story  read  in  usual  way. 

Frame  8.  Use  techniques  outlined  for  Frame  6. 

Frame  9.  Discuss  picture.  Have  the  story  read  sentence  by 
sentence.  Then  have  several  pupils  read  the  entire  story. 

Frame  10.  Use  techniques  outlined  for  Frame  6. 

Frame  11.  Discuss  the  use  of  the  word  play  as  used  in  title 
and  have  the  title  read.  Have  the  story  read  by  two-line  units 
and  have  each  pupil  guess  what  May  will  be  in  the  play.  Have 
them  predict  what  they  will  see  in  next  frame. 

Frame  12.  Allow  time  for  enjoyment  of  picture;  then  turn 
back  to  Frame  11  and  have  the  story  reread  orally. 

Frame  13.  Use  techniques  outlined  for  Frame  6.  Have 
pupils  suggest  where  Jerry  saw  the  shoes. 

Frame  14.  Have  the  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by 
paragraph  units.  Have  pupils  decide  to  what  store  Jerry  will 
go  and  what  they  expect  to  see  in  the  next  frame. 
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Frame  15.  Allow  ample  time  for  enjoyment  of  the  picture 
and  discussion  of  the  cobbler  and  his  shop.  Then  turn  back 
to  Frame  14  and  have  the  story  read  orally. 

Frame  16.  Have  pupils  determine  the  speaker,  identify  words 
in  picture  dictionary;  then  read  story  silently  and  unlock  new 
word  through  reference  to  picture  dictionary. 

Frame  17.  Have  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by  paragraph 
units.  Have  pupils  predict  in  what  Jerry  will  ride  and  tell 
what  they  expect  to  see  in  next  frame. 

Frame  18.  Allow  ample  time  for  enjoyment  of  picture.  Turn 
back  to  Frame  17  and  have  story  reread. 

Frame  19.  Have  pupils  read  words  in  box,  noting  that  they 
all  begin  with  identical  sound.  Have  them  identify  each  pic- 
tured object  whose  name  begins  with  the  same  sound. 

Frame  20.  Have  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by  para- 
graph units.  Have  pupils  predict  what  Little  Puppy  wants  to 
do  and  what  they  expect  to  see  in  next  picture. 

Frame  21.  Allow  time  for  enjoyment  and  discussion  of  pic- 
ture. Then  turn  back  to  Frame  20  and  reread  story. 

Frames  22-25  are  to  be  used  before  reading  pages  39-71. 
Their  purpose  is  the  same  as  that  of  Frames  1-5, 

Frame  22.  Have  pupils  identify  attic  and  all  items  shown. 
Have  them  talk  freely  about  attic  experiences. 

Frame  23.  Discuss  terms  milliner,  millinery  shop,  millinery. 
Allow  ample  time  for  discussion  of  picture. 

Frame  24.  Discuss  log  cabin  and  how'  it  is  built.  Identify 
pier,  boathouse,  and  boat.  Have  pupils  discuss  outboard  motors. 

Frame  25.  Identify  and  talk  freely  about  two-bunk  bed,  also 
log  bed.  Have  pupils  discover  how  cabin  is  lighted. 

Frame  26.  Have  pupils  read  words  in  box,  noting  that  they 
all  begin  with  identical  sound.  Have  them  identify  each  pic- 
tured object  whose  name  begins  with  the  same  sound. 

Frame  27,  Have  the  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by 
paragraph  units.  Have  pupils  predict  what  happens  to  Alice  and 
what  they  expect  to  see  in  next  frame. 

Frame  28.  Allow  time  for  discussion  as  to  whether  Alice 
deserves  what  has  happened  to  her.  Then  turn  back  to  Frame 
27  and  have  story  reread  orally. 

Frame  29.  LTse  procedures  as  outlined  for  Frames  19,  26. 
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Frame  30.  Have  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by  paragraph 
units.  Have  pupils  predict  where  the  cap  will  be. 

Frame  31.  Urge  pupils  to  keep  the  secret  until  everyone  in 
group  has  found  the  cap.  Then  turn  back  to  Frame  30  and  have 
the  story  reread. 

Frame  32.  Have  pupils  read  words  in  box,  noting  that  they 
all  begin  with  identical  sound.  Have  them  identify  each  pic- 
tured object  whose  name  begins  with  identical  sound. 

Frame  33.  Have  the  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by 
paragraph  units.  Have  pupils  predict  what  Alice  will  ride  in, 
and  what  they  expect  to  see  in  next  frame. 

Frame  34.  Allow  ample  time  for  enjoyment  of  pictures. 
Have  pupils  talk  about  similar  experiences  they  have  had.  Then 
turn  back  to  Frame  33  and  have  story  reread. 

Frame  35.  Have  pupils  read  words  in  box,  noting  that  they 
all  begin  with  identical  sound.  Have  them  identify  each  pictured 
object  whose  name  begins  with  the  same  sound. 

Frame  36.  Have  the  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by 
paragraph  units.  Have  pupils  predict  what  will  happen  to  Jip. 

Frame  37.  Allow  ample  time  for  discussion  of  picture. 
Emphasize  the  harm  puppies  often  do  to  gardens.  Then  turn 
back  and  have  the  story  reread  orally. 

Frame  38.  Have  pupils  read  words  in  box,  noting  that  each 
word  begins  with  the  same  sound.  Have  them  identify  each 
pictured  object  whose  name  begins  with  that  sound. 

Frame  39.  Have  the  story  read  silently,  then  orally,  by 
paragraph  units.  Have  pupils  predict  what  Mother  has  for  Alice 
and  tell  what  they  expect  to  see  in  next  frame. 

Frame  40.  Allow  ample  time  for  discussion  of  the  picture. 
Have  pupils  talk  freely  about  experiences  with  canaries  and  how 
they  should  be  cared  for.  Turn  back  and  reread  story. 
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
